Recently, the local newspaper for my 
town ran a recap of 2001, which was pre¬ 
dictably dominated by the events of Septem¬ 
ber 11th. It was very interesting to read the 
articles relating to the local perspectives 
of living in the area. Interesting, and in¬ 
sightful. As usual, I found it hard to believe 
that I was living in the same nation as I had 
this time last year, but something deeper 
was troubling my conscience. 

Prior to September 11th, my generation 
of late teens and twenty-somethings was 
known as one that had little to do with pa¬ 
triotism and American identity. A statistic 
used to kick around in my head, something 
to the tune of less than 1 in 10 American 
houses sported the flag on a regular basis. 
Then, one morning the World Trade Center 
ceased to be a highlight of the New York 
skyline and instead, the fallen symbol of Is¬ 
lamic resentment against the West. In the 
shock to follow, we became immersed in a 
flood of fervent nationalism. Patriotism 
turned into pop culture overnight; and 
Hawking became one with Hollywood. 

I fear, however, that this flood is reced¬ 
ing already, and what sentiment is left be¬ 
hind will be considered nothing but right- 
wing debris by way of the Gulf War, as if 
our surreal nationalism of the American 
people was nothing but a conscious-free Ve¬ 
gas wedding. Who among the watchful can¬ 
not say that this Wal-Mart grade patriotism 
is fading fast, and the corrupt from both 
right and left are getting back on track? 

The most visual example, in my town, at 
least, is a nonvisual. The flags that once 
seemed to be flying from every other house 
in my town are slowly being taken down, 
packed away or moved to the basement bar 


or romper room...under the excuse of win¬ 
ter, no doubt. But I have a strange feeling 
these flags will be seen as often as a distant 
relative; once a year, on a certain paid vaca¬ 
tion in July. 

You’d have to be blind not to see the merg¬ 
ing force of pop culture and firefighters go¬ 
ing on right now. It makes sense that this 
would dwindle on; since everyone loves fire¬ 
men anyway, and rightly so. But where’s the 
rallying call of the media with our national 
blood supply sinking to dangerously low lev¬ 
els? Where is the interest in volunteers sign¬ 
ing up for training as not only volunteer fire¬ 
men, but reserve police, medical and commu¬ 
nity assistance in case of emergencies of all 
kinds? 

Our soldiers are certainly getting the 
front page, with every office flunky and 
barroomzero rattling on how they wish they 
could be on the front lines to squeeze off a 
fewrounds at the shrouded enemy. Yet our 
underpaid, overworked Armed Forces mem¬ 
bers and National Guardsmen stand on duty 











at our local bases and airports, protecting 
not anabstraction or an ideal, but their 
friends, family and neighbors. Who will 
stand up to insist they receive our support 
via increased spending for compensation 
packages, not only now, but when they take 
time out of their own lives to fight natural 
disasters and civil disturbance, or simply to 
retrain for the next challenge? Who fights 
for those disabled Veterans who have been 
neglected? Who stands to challenge the na¬ 
tions who have not apologized for the tor¬ 
ture of our POWs in past wars? And who 
outside the members of the VFW will attend 
any form of ceremony on Veterans or Me¬ 
morial Day, to honor those that fought for 
this country before the prime-time news of 
today? 

We are barraged with stories of Taliban 
repres sion in Afghanistan, of how restric¬ 
tive the ethos of our newfound enemy is. Yet, 
we are told by social do-gooders that the es¬ 
sential freedoms that our nation cannot ex¬ 
ist without are privileges, not rights. We are 
told by lawmakers and lobbyists that the Con¬ 
stitution, born out of the most proportion¬ 
ately costly war this nation has ever seen, 
created by men who became venerated by 
free-thinkers all over theworld, and defended 
through the lives of millions, is in essence 
an ever-changing document to be re-written 
by the status quo, contested only by formal¬ 
ity. Most frightening of all, we are told that 
our greatest freedom is the freedom from dis¬ 
comfort and fear. 

There’s a supposed newfound respect 
for our policemen across the country. But 
the one-sided criticism concerning ’’unethi¬ 
cal'’ police conduct has already returned to 
the forefront.

Who outside 
Philadelphia or the Fraternal Order of Police 
even knows who Officer Dan Faulkner was, 
or cares that the likes of David Denkins and 
Alec Baldwin deify someone who took the life 
of a civil servant? 

I could go on with more examples, but 
I won’t, lest I be seen as overly-negative. And 
even a realist/pessimist like me has to admit 
there was magic in the air that long week in 
September, something that made all of us 
wonder if our kind still had some fight left 
in us. 

So with that in mind, I must not con¬ 
demn our selves without hope of a wiser, 
stronger nation for the future. And I must 
respect the right of all my fellow citizens to 
disagree with my opinions, even those that 
are radically opposed to the ideals that are 
being contested through exterior violence 
and interior apathy. But I do not, and will 
not, respect those that ride the wave of store- 
bought red, white and blue, only to pack it 
away in favor of the banner of their football 
team next fall. 

The test is here for patriotism and 
community. How will you or I rank? How 
did you or I rank on September 10th? How 
will you and I rank a year from now? I know 
one man who will pass with flying colors. My 
neighbor, a veteran from the Second World 
War, has been quietly living in my neighbor¬ 
hood for decades. His war has come and gone, 
and I enjoy the freedom he protected without 
much of a bill, so to speak. The American 
flag has been flying for a long time on my 
block thanks to him, long after it quit being 
popular to do so, and certainly long before it 
became popular to do so again. My guess is 
that it will be there long after most people in 
town have taken theirs down. You can’t see 
his flag too well from the main road, but it’s 
there, day in and day out. How about yours? 







I first came across BDTR when I 
read about a skinhead band doing a 
tribute to slain Philadelphia police of¬ 
ficer Daniel Faulkner. After hearing 
the songs Better Land and Fire In Their 
Eyes, I was definitely hooked. BDTR 
appeared on a split ProAm Records re¬ 
lease with the Skulls, “Nations of 
Pride.” Although suffering from poor 
production, the intensity of BDTR was 
evident. Their new release “The World 
Needs A Hero,” (reviewed in this is¬ 
sue) is finally out and it is excellent. 
Top notch production, and a new focus 
in the wake of 9/11 are the predomi¬ 
nant opinions I have of the new 
release.BDTR is one of a small hand¬ 
ful bands that I believe “talk the talk 
and walk the walk.” 


Are there any new changes in 
the bands lineup direction? 

Well we have a new drummer on 
the new album named Jughead. The 
direction is the same and always will 
be, to fight the policy of change for 
the sake of change that is leftism. 
People sometimes give me lines like 
give it up! The cold war is over'. Well 
it is over and it is not. We are in the 
middle of a cold war right now. Pa¬ 
triotic peoples are fighting the influx 
of communist/leftist ideas all across 
the globe as we speak. The enemy is 
within. America is about pulling your¬ 
self up by your bootstraps. Don't look 
down on those who have worked hard 
and made it to the top. Not all wealthy 
people are scum who look down on 
the working class. Many do not for¬ 
get where they came from. If you live 
in America and reap the many ben¬ 
efits of our system then you have to 
accept the rules of the game. Some 
people will try and fail and some will 
try and succeed. It's social Darwin¬ 
ism.

If 
you don't like it, there's a plane to 
Cuba with your name on it. I think all 
of you know who the real enemies are. 
How will the new BDTR recording 
differ from previous material? 

It's a harder sound. People who 
have heard it have called it a cross 
between our "Frontline" album and "A 
Better Land". It's tighter and harder. 
I'm really happy about it. All I can 
hope is that those of you who liked 
the previous Better Dead than Red will 
love the new material. You won't hear 
any "Oi!, Oi!" or anything like that. 
We are Americans you will hear "Hey! 
Hey!" Its just much more professional 
than the last record. 

Because of your patriotism and 
outspokenness do you believe 
that BDTR (and other patriotic 
bands) have to deal with certain 
obstacles from the Politically 
Correct American street punk /oi 
culture? 

Oh of course. It's a funny time that 
we live in now though. A year and a 
half ago when "A Better Land" came 
out everyone was attacking us for re¬ 
leasing an anti-red record. However 
now if you look around today there 


are so many RAC hardcore bands. 
Every tough guy hardcore band now 
has an anti-communism song. I have 
made no bones about my opinions 
about the Politically Correct skinhead 
scene. Those of you who know me 
know where I stand on that. I have 
found that as long as you stick to your 
guns you come out the winner in the 
end. What's the one thing that BDTR 
does best? I guess when all is said 
and done and we go home at the end 
of the day we can at least say we are 
trying to pave a path for any new 
bands coming up with a patriotic mes¬ 
sage. Things had gotten pretty bad 
for anti-red bands in America. I am 
glad to see things are changing a 
little. Maybe one day this movement 
will be able to compete with the drug- 
promoting bands on TV. 









Do you feel there is any criticism of 
Better Dead Than Red that is legiti¬ 
mate? 

Yes. The attacks that on a few songs 
our drumming is off are legitimate. 
Some people have noticed it and some 
have not and now after I write this in¬ 
terview those who never noticed it prob¬ 
ably will from now on (lol). We usually 
had to record the drums by themselves 
and then the other members had to play 
overtop on our previous records because 
of the distance in which the members 
lived. The drumming is sometimes right 
on and sometimes it is off and I am 
man enough to admit that. However, 
the drumming problem has been rem¬ 
edied and then some on the new mate¬ 
rial. I think we will even re-record "A 
Better Land". There should be no is¬ 
sues regarding that anymore. With the 
current trend of RAC bands using drum 
machines I think that at least we can 
say BDTR used a real drummer. De¬ 
spite the drumming discrepancy on a 
couple of the songs on "A Better Land" 
the album has done tremendously well. 
Much better than we anticipated. We 
got a lot of flak for signing to RAC 
Records but they offered us exactly what 
we wanted in a label and have done 
everything they said they were going 
to. Other than that I haven't heard 
anything worth mentioning. When you 
get into this kind of music prepare for 
cheap shot attacks. 


If you could change anything 
about the band, past or present, 
what would it be? 

I wouldn't change anything. I am 
happier now where I am than I was 6 
years ago. That's all one can ask for. I 
am here moving forward and being 
productive. If I could have it my way 
we'd do a new record every year. 

In regards to the American 
skinhead culture, what has disap¬ 
pointed you the most? What has 
surprised you the most? 

The most disappointing thing to 
me about the American skinhead scene 
is that most of the 'skinheads' in these 
big trad bands or whatever you call 
them that you can buy at Best Buy 
are not at all political. They certainly 
are not skinheads and come to think 
of it they don't even resemble people. 
They are actually more left wing than 
your typical punk rocker. They are ac¬ 
tually the most nonthreatening things 
I have ever seen. They don't stand for 
shit and I saw all of this first hand 
playing with these type bands while I 
did my stint in Patriot. I found out 
that most of my oi heroes or what have 
you were losers and liars when I fi¬ 
nally was able to meet and play shows 
with them. On the other side of the 
coin I guess what has surprised me 
the most is how the hardcore scene 
has embraced BDTR. 

One of your previous cuts is a trib- 





ute to Officer Daniel Faulkner, 
what was your reaction to recent 
events regarding Jamal's death 
sentence being revoked? 

It's not surprising. A lot of people 
are really misinformed on this sub¬ 
ject. See the reds don't care about the 
innocence or guilt of Mumia Abu 
Jamal like some may believe. Those 
who fight to set him free have decided 
to ignore the premise on which his 
main argument of innocence is based. 
The guilt or innocence of this man has 
never been questioned in the eyes of 
the left. No matter what is written on 
the subject, no matter what new evi¬ 
dence comes out, no matter how many 
pieces of human feces Jamal's cronies 
throw at Mrs. Daniel Faulkner, the 
reds will still claim his innocence. All 
the reds see is that Mumia Abu Jamal 
is a great poster-boy for the anti-death 
penalty movement.

What direction would you like to see 
the American Skinhead movement 
take? 

I don't know. I am not sure what is 
in store for America, this current trend 
of patriotism is going to be short lived. I 
would hope the scene would react to the 
problems we face with a little more tact 
instead of these cliche we're the work¬ 
ing class and what have you. So you 
work. What do you want a medal? Too 
many skinhead bands are concerned 
about getting that big record deal from 
Steal your money records or whatever. I 
think I'd like to see more political bands 
in the scene. If being a skin is only about 
drinking beer and listening to the 4-skins 
then count me out. I mean those two 
things are an important part of skinheads 
don't get me wrong but lets see more 
activity than that. 

Any plans in the works for a Better 
Dead Than Red website? 

Yeah I guess one of my friends who 
runs a pretty successful site right now 
is going to put one together. Check out 
our new record The World Needs A Hero 
on RAC Records.

We Don’t Want to Hear It 

250 people showed up in a Greater 
Boston suburb on January 18 to denounce U.S. 
threats to forcibly disarm Iraq. At the same time, 
just a few miles away, 3,127 Bostonians showed 
up in Newton, Mass, to watch the Boston College 
women's basketball team take on Syracuse. 

No wonder 12 times more people chose 
women's collegebasketball action over anti-war 
protest. The basketball game showcased 
teamwork, discipline, dedication and courage. 
The current anti-war "movement," usually 
described as "growing" by mathematically 
challenged media sycophants, is an exercise in 
exhibitionism, elitism, intellectual shallowness 
and kneejerk political correctness. 

Some of the sloganeering of the anti-war 
protesters would be unintentionally funny were 
it not for the seriousness of the underlying issue. 

"No war in Iraq.... ever," proclaimed one. 

"You do not attack another country, you do 
not threaten to attack another country as a way 
to resolve a problem, especially with a country 
that is not a threat to you directly."

A vast improvement in the production is the first thing 
I noticed listening to “The World Needs A Hero.” 
Previous BDTR materail suffered from either poor or 
mediocre production quality. This latest offering has no 
such fault. Lyrically, Bryan has seemed for the most part, 
to evolve away from the blatant in-your face-patriotism. 
Don't be mistaken, this disk won’t win BDTR any new 
friends from the left. The lyrics seem to be more a look 
at Bryan’s view of todays world. As most bands sing 
the same old repetitive shit about drinking and hanging 
with the boys, BDTR is providing a little creativity and 
originality. Musically, BDTR have more of a punk/ 
hardcore edge than they do traditional Oi, although the 
Oi influence is defintely noticeable. The vocals overall 
are good. There is actual singing which works well most 
of the time, with the occasional weak spot. A lot of the 
vocals remind me of early Ian Staurt. On songs 1-12, 
Bryan does vocals, guitars, and bass. That alone speaks 
about the dedication and focus of this guy. My favorites 
cuts? “JUST CAN'T LAST ONE MORE DAY, “ “RUINS OF 
CAMELOT” and the remix of “THE WATCHMEN.” I still 
don’t understand why this band is not more well known. 
Bryan is one of those guys, like Brad Battalion and Joe 
Hated, who stand out in an otherwise stale, dull and 
mundane American Skin/Oi world.

Excellent disk! These guys keep it simple. 3 chords, great 
old school style lyrics. “JOURNALIST” is the first cut and 
sets the tone for the rest of the vinyl. I’m always a sucker 
for fat, chunky guitar riffs, and the song has enough 
tempo changes to keep to hold your interest during its 
entirety. Squiggy’s hardcore influences rear their head 
in the song JACK. Side 2 begins with the anthem 
PULLING ON THE BOOTS. Gawd Damn! Great cut. 
Reminds me of a cut from the classic Dischord 
compilation Flex Your Head.(Pressure by Red C). The 
last song "YOUR ATTITUDE is a song I can relate to 
after I get pissed off. The only thing that sucks about 
this release is that its not a 16 song CD. Get this one 
now, you can thank me later. 


EVIL CONDUCT 
Eye For an Eye 
Knockout Records 

Evil Conduct are Holland’s premier Oi! band, and with 
this, their second release, they are working toward 
cementing themselves as one of the better of the current 
crop. For those of you familiar with the sounds of the 
first LP, this one offers more of the same - that is to 
say, catchy, rock-n-rollish, melodic Oi in the vein of the 
early Business stuff, with a bit of a rougher edge to it. 
Like the Veros from France, these guys sing in pretty 
damn good English, and the sound in general is 
comparable to the Veros as well - Lotta sing-alongs and 
plenty of memorable riffs. 

Standout tracks for me include the second track, a nice 
tattoo anthem called “No Pain, No Gain” which 
accurately relays the feelings of getting new ink. "Jimmy” 










is another good one (does every punk/mod/skinhead 
band have a song that contains the legendary ‘Jimmy’ 
or what?) and “An Eye for an Eye “and “My Skinhead 
Girl” are also head-nodding favorites. They also do a cool 
version of Sham’s “Borstal Breakout.”The only downside 
I can point out is, lyrically, they aren't as powerful as 
some of today’s bands, and they certainly aren’t going 
to make you break out a dictionary or read the paper 
everyday to understand what they’re talking about - it’s 
not too political at all, and current events are avoided, 
leaving the typical skinhead bases to be covered - 
drinking, fighting and skinhead girls. This isn’t 
necessarily a bad thing, I guess, but a whole album’s 
worth of irreverent subjects does sometimes get a bit 
old. These guys are definitely not at the horribly basic 
level of say a Root and Boots, but with stronger, more 
relevant lyrics, these guys could be real contenders. The 
tunes are all top-tapping and such, and if the band can 
get past or at least limit boozing anthems like “drink a 
pint of lager/gonna have some fun/drink another one’’ 
and odes to skinhead girls kind of stuff, they’re going 
to be very good. 

All in all, a good release from a good skinhead band, that 
if improved upon, could become one of the better 
European outfits of the day. (Sean) 

THE THROWBACKS

I’m not impressed at all by most “streetpunk.” I just 
think its overdone, watered down, whatever the fuck you 
want to call it.

Vocals are above average, 
rising to the occasion a few times. Musically, the songs 
are pretty much standard “street punk/oi” style, The 
Throwbacks do pick up the pace considerably with 
"ENEMY.”

“THROWBACKS” sticks out enough to get me to follow 
along after a few listens. Rest of the disk's lyrics are 
about walking the streets at night, being an outcast, etc.

Let me start out by pointing out some the names on the 
Nothing Personal thank-you list. G. Gordon Liddy, Ken 
Hamblin, and Michael Savage, three individuals who I 
hold in the highest regard. So right away - I know I’m 







going to love this disk. Some of the songs have 
absolutely repulsive lyrics - “MOSHING WITH A 
TAMPON,” “FAT CHICKS RULE,” and "WRONG HOLE” 
being the most juvenile like-toilet humor lyrics I have 
read in a long time. And I loved everyone of them. Then 
there are songs that are incredible in the way they 
describe the real politics of the street - not the typical 
bullshit of “drinkin’ wit’ my mates, looking all sussed, 
cheers, oi, wheres the byrds matie?, blah,blah,blah” 
These guys sing about shit that 99% of us absolutely 
agree with and live by- “WHERE WAS YOUR FLAG?” - 
“LIMOSUINE LIBERALS” - “NIGHTSTICK JUSTICE” - 
“HANOI JANE.” Musically - the production is top notch 
- clean - fat guitar riffs - dual vocals - and some pretty 
hilarious sound bites and movie quotes. If I had to 
compare these guys with anyone, it would be late 80s 
Agnostic Front, with lyrics of either the Mentors or 
Hated and Proud, That is the best description I could 
come up with of how to describe Nothing Personal’s 
sound. This is a tremendous release. Bad news is I hear 
the band is on hiatus - I hope they get back together 
soon. 

THE VEROS 
Glory Boys E.P. 

Guilty Records 

Over the years, France has produced an enormous amount 
of what I’d consider “classic” skinhead bands, equal to the 
output of most any other country, bar the U.S. and the 
United Kingdom (and in some’s eyes, they have even 
matched the aforementioned’s output). From Snix, Legion 
88, the Evil Skins, Brutal Combat and Bunker 84 to Tolbiac’s 
Toads, the Warrior Kids, the West Side Boys and the Bleach 
Boys, it seems the frogs pop out the hits at an unequalled 
pace. Now, from the ashes of legends Snix arises this 
modern day skinhead outfit, the Veros. Led by Boni, the 
former drummer for Snix, who takes lead guitar and vocal 
duties, the Veros are quickly looking to add their name to 
the list of greats. He is backed-up by Denis who pounds 
the skins and the band’s namesake, Vero, plays bass. The 
sound isn’t exactly what I’d call the classic French style, 
although it does share similarities with it. It’s not quite as 
heavy, although the guitar sound is kept mostly the same: 
simple and clean, Veros steady bass propels things along 
and the drumming keeps the pace nicely. Most of the songs 
on this E.P. are sung in English (the one exception being a 
Snix cover “Pas Le Droit.”) If you’re familiar with the first 
Veros release “The Way I Feel” then you’ll know what to 


expect from “the Glory Boys” release: Melodic skinhead 
rock-n-roll heavily influenced by the likes of Cock Sparrer, 
early Skrewdriver, the Crack and the more melodic of the 
cream of the cropped. Songs like “Glory Boys” and “Your 
Song” stick to your ribs and you’ll be humming them long 
after the song ends. The E.P. includes 3 originals, 

the Snix cover and “Don’t Blame Me” which is (I believe) an 
old Slade cover. This all adds up to a winning E.P. Plus, the 
packaging is pretty cool, with the Veros bring transported 
back to the days of Sounds magazine and appearing on 
several cover shots. All in all, a very good release. The 
French strike again.( Sean ) 

BRUTAL ATTACK 
Live....For Kicks 
Bootleg 

“Do what I want/Say what I want/It’s my life, it’s my 
life.” So goes the tune “It’s My Life” from this early live 
document of English RAC legends Brutal Attack, and 
as anyone into RAC knows, Brutal Attack did and 
continue to do just - persevere doing things their way, 
thanks to their dedication, talent and perseverance, 
which has ensured this band’s lasting success over the 
many years. This disc is a 14 song live document of the 
band’s earliest days, and as it is a bootleg CDR from 
ebay, I’m not sure of the shows date, but early 80’s is 
the sense I get from hearing it. The sound quality itself 
isn’t bad. It’s not professional standard by any means, 
but I’ve heard far worse from discs that try to pass 
themselves off as “professionally done.” Instead of 
today’s more rock-n-roll-oriented BA, here we have the 
BA of the early days when London’s punk influence 
played heavily into their delivery, and most of the cuts 
here were new to me. A few of the standards from the 
classic debut “Stronger Than Before” are present. The 
disc kicks off with a faster, punchier version of 
“Outside” which sounds very nice and is bass heavy. 
“Let It Burn” also surfaces, in a version much like the 
one that would appear later on the debut. Other tracks 
like “Bondage Boy” “Boring Government” and “Violent 
Police” show, both lyrically and musically, that Ken took 
healthy influence from the punk movement - that is to 
say that most are short, fast blasts of chanted mantras 
with subjects familiar to the early punk movement. 
However, “Show No Mercy” shows the bands disdain for 
Reds was present even in their early sets. They close 
out the set with a twisted version of the 60’s classic 




“Wild Thing” All of the tunes are cool to hear, and this 
is well worth picking up if you can track it down. All in 
all, a great document of Brutal Attack’s early days - 
faster, more raw and poised to become the legends that 
they are today.(Sean.) 

KING SIZE BRACES 
Land Of Broken Dreams

I should really hate this fucking disk. Some of the lyrics 
are the most cliched, overkilled words I’ve ever read. A 
few ofthe song titles aren’t much better - “BEER, THIS 
ONES FOR THE BOYS,THESE SAME STREETS, 
BROTHERHOOD, DRINK TILL YOU PUKE” Please guys, 
where is any hint of originality? Enough already with 
the obvious trendy ’’Drinking! Oi! Cheers!’ I don’t know 
these guy but I hear they were young and relatively new 
to Oi when this was originally recorded. Lyrics aside- 
musically these guys fucking rip . ’’LAND OF BROKEN 
DREAMS- MY NEIGHBORHOOD- THESE SAME 
STREETS -ONE AGAINST THE WORLD “ all cuts that 
rocked in spite of the words. I really liked the 
composition of the music and the tempos of the tunes, . 
Seriously, these guys play streetpunk that is far above 
99% of the generic, beat-to-death shit out there now 
being passed off as music. It’s just too bad the lyrics and 
song titles on this disk are horrible. Better luck next time 
guys, seriously - your musicianship is awesome - but 
your song writing is equal to that of a 14 year old kid 
listening to his first Business record. 

BATTALION 86 
"And The Spirit Survives"

This long awaited CD was well worth the wait. It is the 
most patiotic CD I have ever heard. The CD starts off 
with "LIVE FREE OR DIE. With Brad's gruff sounding 
voice and hard hittinglyrics like "Time to step up/Time 
to make a stand/Stand up foryour rights/Fight for your 
land!", you can't go wrong. 

I thought the back up vocals sounded pretty bad. Not 
the recording but the actual vocals. Those guys are just 
not able to do it. They don't complement Brad's voice at 
all. The guitar is incredible. In “S.T.A.C.” it leads in with 
a vigorous sound that would only matchwith something 


from a Condemned 84 album. Some of the vocals in 
themiddle of the CD get sing-songy in kinda goofy way. 

I think it was ajoke or at least a drunken idea. The bass 
is what you would expectfrom Battalion, the revolving 
bassist band, nothing spectacular andat the same time 
nothing shitty. The drums are the same as the 
bass,nothing crazy but nothing offbeat. "Pride strength 
anddignity/Doing the best he can/Honor respect and 
loyalty/He's theAmerican Working Man" drives home 
the Oi! in this album. The fact that they do a cover of 
"VIOLENCE IN OUR MINDS" by The Last Resort is 
awesome. I personaly think it's the best cover of the song 
that I've ever heard. The recording quality is up there. 
Not the best but definitely not the worst. If this CD 
doesn't make you honored to be an American, then 
something is wrong with you and you need to be 
pummeled. It is so filled with pride that it almost brings 
a tear to your eye when you hear and listen to the lyrics. 
It's RVA pride at it's best. The only thing is, it's sounds 
so much better live. That's the scary part. A definite 
edition to my top ten list ofalbums to own at all times. 
Pick it up, listen to it, cherish the fact that you got a 
copy.(review by Big Al) 

THE STREETS 
Original Pirate Material 

Warning: This album is not gonna be for all or even most 
skinheads, as it definitely aint what one would call 
traditional skinhead fare. It’s a hip-hop album at heart, done 
with a cockney flair that’s fairly original for today’s scene. 
Original and fresh enough that I’m gonna review it for those 
of you who might appreciate it. 

Mike Skinner, aka “The Streets," is an MC and one-man crew 
from London. The hype on him and this album has been 
great, and he has been called “The British Eminem,” a title 
which is neither accurate nor does it give you a sense of 
what this album is like. Skinner comments “I made a (hip- 
hop) record in England for English people...One day they 
phoned me up and said, ‘Do you fancy going to New York 
and talking about yourself and getting free trainers?” So off 
he went. 

Skinner describes it like this: “When you’re younger, you 
copy the people you listen to and you put on an American 
accent,” he said of his fascination with the Wu-Tang’s dark 
musical beds, kung fu obsessions and lyrical delivery. “But 
no one takes notice of you if you do that because it 
sounds completely false. And this is just the way we talk. 





It’s just as easy as trying to sound American.” Replace 
Shaolin with ancient Roman warriors, Strong Island 
with grimy London pubs and “nigga” with “geezers” and 
you have The Streets. 

The beats all seem fairly simple, almost deceptively so 
- some of it is jazzy, some smooth, some trippy, some 
Wu-Tang-ish thick, but all work within the concepts of 
the album. There quite a few tunes that are gonna stick 
with you long after the album is over, and this is one 
that grows on you - it seems to get better with every 
listen. 

Lyrically, pop culture references and cockney slang are 
the prevalent voices, and the tales told are mainly those 
of the working class English, but there’s the familiar US 
overlap, just like in real life - the American influence is 
heavy. Like an aural “Eastenders” on record. 

Highlights abound. Authentic tales of working-class 
London are stamped all over the record, and the 
highlights are many: “Geezers Need Excitement’ “Too 
Much Brandy” “It’s Too Late” “Turn the Page” “Has it 
Come to This?” and “Stay Positive" are among my 
favorites. But really, the whole album shines. 

This is one of the few modern hip hop records I've ever 
checked out, let alone recommend, but since 
Pride&Honor’s ear has been on the streets when it 
comes to real hip hop in the past, I thought I’d give this 
some press. If the above sounds up your alley check it 
out - Skinner gives a fresh perspective on an old 
game.(Sean) 

STREET DOGS 
Demo 

First things first - I am an unabashed fan of the Dropkick 
Murphys early material. The early seven-inch singles, “Boys 
on the Docks” and “Do Or Die” represented to me a 
refreshing working-class view of modern American life, all 
mixed in with a healthy dose of parochial Boston pride and 
a streetwise sensibility. I still feel they are great additions 
to the American skinhead and punk scenes. 

Once Mike McColgan left and the band expanded into a 
larger group, adding mandolin, whistles, bagpipes, etc, the 
two eras essentially became two different bands - one, an 
American streetrock/Oi! outfit and the other, a more 
Pogues-style romp - and I remain a fan of both, although I 
prefer the early material by quite a bit, and one reason is 


because of McColgan’s unique vocals.Mike is back (with 
original DKM drummer Jeff Erna as well) with his new 
band, the Street Dogs and this 7 song demo. Does this 
material reach the heights McColgan achieved with DKM? 
Eh.... No. But in places, in parts, it’s close. 

Those of you familiar with the early songs know Mike is a 
damn fine songwriter, and “Road of the Righteous ’ Do or 
Die” and “Caught in a Jar” remain some of my all-time 
favorite DKM work. This demo is the vein of old school 
McColgan tunes like the aforementioned songs (no Irish 
stuff like “Caught in a Jar.” Best to leave that to the already 
over saturated Irish punk scene anyway) and “Front Seat” 
and "Take It or Leave It.” Fans will recognize the same 
stylings in these tunes -SLF-style singalongs - but it seems 
to be missing the ‘hardman edge that Mike had when he 
was a member of the Dropkicks. It’s still punk rock, but just 
not as heavy and chest-poundingly proud sounding. Not 
nearly the Oi! influence of old. But still - It’s good.Mike's 
familiar vocals are very much the focus. Not quite as 
powerful as the old-style, but still unique and sure footed 
nonetheless. The band, Rob Guidotti on guitar and for this 
release, Bill Close on bass, provides capable back up and 
catchy three-chord punk rock to keep things rolling 
throughout. 

Lyrically, the demo deals with life in general - relationship.- 
fights, dreams lost and day-to-day life are all here and are 
presented honestly, no punk rock anarchy fantasies here. 
Real life subjects handled intelligently. 

Highlights are “Justifiable Fisticuffs” which will inevitably 
be compared to “Barroom Hero” although it is completely 
different and tells the tale of being a diplomat until that 
no longer works - “you’ve got to know when enough’s 
enough” Mike wails. My favorite cut is probably “When it 
Ends” an anthemic tale of a relationship’s end and kind of 
propels along like “Tenant Enemy Number One” did. “Cut 
Down on the 12 th ” is another favorite and is a cool sing- 
along. 

All in all, a good demo and well-worth checking out. Not 
up to the old DKM standards yet, but with some solid 
improvements and a bit of fire, these guys could be very 
good. Ken Casey is said to be producing the first full-length 
so maybe the old partnership can bring back a bit of the 
old intensity. (Sean)

I know a lot of interest has waned in 
this case, and some may even consider 
it overkill or passe. But I will never 
forget the sacrifices that 
the men & women in blue 
make to maintain order 
on the streets of America. 

In addition when a 
murderer is treated as a 
celebrity or savior by the 
liberal leftist PC elite, it 
makes me sick. Celebrities 
and corporations that 
support worthless pieces 
of shit like Mumia would 
be better served if they 
focused some of that 
energy into the plight and 
rights of murder victims 
and their families. 

Officer Daniel Faulkner was a 
Philadelphia Police Officer who 
lost his life on December 9,1981, 

Mumia Abu-Jamal was arrested 
at the scene, wearing an empty 
shoulder holster. Mumia Abu- 
Jamal's gun with a spent cartridge in each of it’s 5 
chambers was by his side. He was convicted of the 
crime in 1982 and sentenced to death. While the 
Officer's wife, Maureen, awaits closure, Mumia still 
sits on death row more than 19 years later. 

Faulkner: "I have just stopped — ah — 12, 13th and 
Locust." 

Radio: "Car to back 612,13th and Locust." 

Faulkner: "On second thought, send me a wagon, 
1234 Locust." 

Patrol Car: "I’ll take a ride over." 


Car 601: "Yeah, we just got information from a 
passer by, there's a policeman shot at, I 

think it sounds like it was at 12th. 

Car 105: "Sam ,105, we're on 
location" 

Radio: "Okay, any car on 
location?" 

Car 105: "Sam, 105, policeman 
shot." 

This is a transmission on the 
Philadelphia police radio in the 
early morning hours of 
December 9,1981. The time that 
elapsed between Officer Daniel 
Faulkner radioing that he was 
pulling over a car, and the time 
his fellow officers arrived on the 
scene to find his dead body was a 
mere 1 minute and 29 seconds. In 
just one minute and twenty nine 
seconds Maureen Faulkner 
became a widow. Her 25 year old 
husband, lying on Locust street 
with a bullet between his eyes. 

Just a few steps away Mumia Abu-Jamal, wearing 
an empty shoulder holster, lie slumped over on the 
curb with a bullet wound to his chest. Jamal's 
Charter Arms 38 caliber, with a 2 inch barrel, was 
on the ground next to him, with 5 empty shell 
casings. 

When the police arrived the driver of the car, Jamal’s 
brother, William Cook, was standing in shock by 
the body of the fallen officer. His only comment: "I 
ain't got nothing to do with it." He didn't say: "We 
ain't got nothing to do with it.", or "He ain't got 
nothing to do with it.",or "The officer shot my 
Brother". No. He only said, "I ain't got nothing 
to do with it." 








Mumia Abu-Jamal had been a radio journalist in 
Philadelphia, but having lost his radio position 
was now a cab driver. Unexplainably, he had his 
cab parked in a lot across the street at the time 
Faulkner pulled over his brother for traveling the 
wrong way on a one-way street. According to 
eyewitness reports while Faulkner was trying to 
secure Cook a struggle ensued. Reportedly Cook 
punched Faulkner in the face, Faulkner 
responded by striking Cook with either his club 
or flashlight. Eyewitnesses then noticed Jamal 
running across the street toward the incident. 
They testified he shot Faulkner in the back from 
close range. After Officer Faulkner was shot, he 
turned and returned fire, striking Jamal in the 
chest. While the wounded officer was on the 
ground Jamal, also wounded, stood over him and 
emptied his gun. According the the medical 
examiner's report one of the bullets lodged in 
Faulkner's brain causing, "Complete 
instantaneous disability and death." 

On June 17, 1982 a trial to determine if Jamal was 
guilty of killing Officer Daniel Faulkner began. 
The trial, which lasted 2 weeks, was often 
disrupted by outbursts by the defendant and his 
supporters. On July 2 the jury deliberated for 5 
1/2 hours and returned with a verdict of "guilty 
of murder in the first degree". The jury then had 
the task of sentencing Jamal for his crimes. At 
12:30 that day the jury was sent off to determine 
what punishment fit the crime . By 4:20 they had 


made their decision. They sentenced Mumia Abu- 
Jamal to death. 

It is now more than 20 years since Mumia Abu- 
Jamal took the life of a Philadelphia Police 
Officer. Jamal is now studying for his Masters 
degree from California State College from death 
row. Fie has written 3 books, and has recorded 
messages to be played at universities. Thousands 
of people, many of them celebrities, are outraged 
and have set up demonstrations. The irony is that 
they are not outraged about the fact that a 
convicted cop killer is still sitting on death row 
after all this time. They are outraged that the 
Government will not give Jamal a new trial. 
Jamal's new defense team has filed numerous 
appeals for a new trial and they have all been 
denied because they lacked merit. 

Meanwhile, the officer’s widow, now living in 
California, awaits closure. Maureen has kept busy, 
dispelling the lies that Jamal's legal team has 
started. She is leading the campaign to honor her 
husband. Daniel was the youngest of seven 
children born to an Irish Catholic family from 
the southwest side of Philadelphia. After serving 
his country in the U.S. Army, he joined the 
Philadelphia Police in 1975. Six years later he was 
murdered in the line of duty. 

A lot can happen in just 1 minute and 29 seconds.

Trent Lott & the hypocritical Democrats 


John Kerry, stuck his nose into the Trent Lott issue, 
demanding the Republican’s head on a platter.

It’s just to 
suggest that he, as much as anyone in public life, 
ought to understand how, a comment made in jest 
can make a speaker sound like a jerk. 

Lott, by the way, did not, seek Kerry’s resignation. 

Nor for that matter, is there any record of Jesse 
Jackson showing up at B’nai B’rith breakfast to 
convince the ‘’sons of the Covenant” that his, 
characterization of New York as ‘Hymietown’ was a 
figure of speech, that’s all, a harmless Semitism?

If you were to cross the Sex Pistols 
with the Cockney Rejects, add a 2nd 
guitar to that lineup, and then put them 
all in Salt Lake City, Utah you would 
be pretty close to having Pissed On Ar¬ 
rival. Their S/T album is made up of 
rowdy anthems about being chewed up 
and spit out, yet still returning to bust 
you in the face. It has solid production, 
and nods to the musical roots of their 
genre while managing to sound contem¬ 
porary. Angel’s distinctive voice (it 
sounds akin to a deeper version of 
Penelope Houston of the Avengers) and 
the outfit backing her up should not be 
missed. Pick up the album if you can.
